‘He apparently knows one’ thing—that 
Poland with British and French support is 
‘adifferent Poland than the Poland he 
looked over last March and April when it 
appeared Germany was about ready for a 
blow. Last March showed Germany in even 
deeper dye of guilt than in’ September of 
last year at Munich. So Britain struck out 
at aggression and built up the anti- aggres- 
sion:pact. 

Peaceful return of Danzig as a fully 
German city is the generally accepted 
Hitler plan now, and Britain and France 
will be asked to take ‘“‘a sensible view” of 
‘the affair, Hitler's visit to Danzig on July 
25 or 26 is said to be for the purpose of 
receiving ‘the diploma of Danzig. The 

Danzigers would be swept off their feet 
‘and ask to be reunited to the Reich, And 
what would the world say? 

All depends'upon impressing the world. 
4o that the nations will take a moderate 
view, the Germans think, in other words, 

“it-would allow Hitler to work his way 
around the anti-aggression bloc. 

But there is that Poland to account for 
‘and she has fast alliances with Britain and 
France. Poland has the say. 

If the world would say “no” to Danzig 
‘and’ Hitler; would the Hitler technique be 
elastic enough to find another way ‘with- 
out surendering all his ambitions or going 
to war. 

On the other hand there is a view that 
Danzigers will strive to provoke the Poles 

to'attack them and’ so get the benefit of 
propaganda in Germany for the Nazis. 
But the “fair “land of ‘Poland’ as it is 
called in the grand opera of Faust, is reso- 
lute in the face of all.

When you wish to 
jcome down, elther during the 
night or in’th morning, you ring 
bring the stepladder. 

You needn't be embarassed at 
the thought of golng to and from 
the dressing room in your robe. 
This will be taken for granted by 
jers, who will be 
faimularly aired, and who will be 
fsimlarly occupied with thelr own 
preparations for retiring or dregs- 
Ing.

The latest report of the Ontario fire 
marshal’s. department for. the quarter, 
April, May and June’ is _striking—eight 


persons died as a result of fires, three me!

total of twenty-five persons were injured. 

There were 4,179 fires in this quarter, 
an increase of 499, while the loss jumped 
over a quarter ot a million dollars to a 


total loss of $1,815,079, against which 
the insurance loss of $1,580,135. 


‘The fitst half of the year also tells a 
picture of 8,262 fires, and a total loss of 


$3,809,475 and fortunately this is lower. 


In the first half of the year there were 
20 convictions for arson, with 6 acquittals 
and. cases pending, There were two con- 

* vietions ,for fraud, 
arson, one for negligence and four for 
other fire crimes, & total of 28 convictions. 

‘There were ‘four large fires, in three 
cases the cause was unknown and in one,

The concern is not ended of 
course, but there are signs that there is a 
more ‘potent attitude at work td curb 
‘aggression, a power so great as to cause 
hesitation on the part of any nation which 
might act the part of aggressor were it not 
for the very strong facts facing them. 


British Labor, the other day appealed | 


through the radio to the German people 
to impress upon their government the idea 
that they do not want war. That is the sign 


* of the strong desire for peace and the faith 


that other nations will have peace if only 
dictators will not force them against their 
will into a tragic course. 

Probably one of the poorest pieces of 
criticism was made the other day when 
Italian papers referred to the fear of war 
being felt by. Britain, when there was 
no actual danger. Just the same, English: 
men are convinced that by making the 
show of strength, the zeal of some gov- 
ernments for interfering in other nations’ 
affairs might have provoked trouble, had 
they dared. : 

Stronger. and stronger becomes the 
British attitude on interference in Danzig. 
It is now said that even an inside coup. in 
Danzig inspired by an outside party would 
be looked upon as an act of aggression. 
France has taken a similar stand, the im- 


pression being that Britain and France can 


find the only guarantee of peace by talk- 
ing power to the totalitarian lands. 


Now the central powers’ chiefs turn to 


Hungary and the Balkan section of 
Europe, it is said, The land in and around 
Czecho-Slovakia had been a fertile field 
for possibilities up to a certain time ago 
but that period is passed, it is to be hoped. 
Now the axis powers are talking of things 
Balkan.

There are 20 offices maintained throughout Canada by the Govern 
ment for the Electricity and Gas Inspection Service. These offices 
are supported by a main laboratory at Ottawa and two divisional 
laboratories in Winnipeg and Vancouver, also by a complete engin- 
coring service at Toronto for the design, construction and erection 
Approximately 100 inspectors aro necessary to 
adequately service every part of Canada where meters are used. 
Every meter in use must have the government seal. This red wax 
soal is the guarantee of the Department of Trade and Commerce that

Seventeen patients were 
joverconscientious, over-tmpulsive, too 
orderly, particularly as to cleanli- 
ress, obstinate, or had other tue 
changes in character. Twelve wer 
unusually emotional—temper tal 
trums, childishness, self-centred- 
jness, hysterical.” 

In other words, that foods or 
eating habits may be to blame for

But a day or two ago the Alexan- 
dria City Counell adopted an ordin- 
ance requiring medical certificates 
of freedom from communicable 
disease as a prerequisite of marriage, 
‘This law will of course, slow Up 
speed-marriages. And in addition 
to the cost of tbb lcense, there 
wilt be the physician's fee for the 
certificate. All of which helps put 
another Gretna Green out of bust- 
ness, 

‘Nor {s Alexandria alone in frown 
ing upon the hasty marriage of 
people with communleable disease. 
‘A dispateh from Charlestown, West 
Virginia, a week or 30 ago, states: 
The marriage license business has 
fallen off so much in this state 
qhat county clerks have to look at 
the calendar to make sure ft's June 
fhe traditional month of brides.” 
Since May 26, persons’ desiring 
marriage licenses have had to pre- 
sent a physician's certificate show- 
ing that they are free frem social 
diseases in an infectious form.

which no cases of Black Leg. or 
Black Quarter, have been reported 
among dairy herds in this district 
it now seems that this highly in- 
fectious and deadly disease which Is 
[peculiar to bovine stock, has brok- 
en out in two widely divergent 
polnts. Only @ short time ago» 
Rawdon Township farmer reported 
Jsome of his stock infected witn 
the disease and as » precautionary 
measure some 45 head of cattle were 
inoculated against it, while the 
second case was early this week, 
when Mr. George McCullough of 
[Poxboro, lost a young helfer, which 
had taken the disease. 
In the latter case the animal 
came up from the pasture field in a 
Jamed condition but was at firct 
thought to have merely suffered « 
seratch or a bruise of some nature. 
Tts condition got steadily worse 
however and finally a veterinary

ation revealing a bad case of Black 
Leg. Although everything possib'e 
was done to relieve the animal it 
appeared that the disease was too 
far advanced and the heifer died a 
short time later. ‘Taking no 
ichanoes Mr. McCullough immed- 
fately had the valance of his nerd 
inoculated against the disease and 
jwas advised by the veterinary to 
dispose of the dead animal in 
a way that dogs could not possibly 
eet at it.

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Baby Must Be Helped in Hot 
Weather 


Caring for your baby in hot| 
weather really isn't such a problem 
for baby doesn't react differently to 
the heat than you do yourself. The 
only difference is he can't follow 
his natural inclinations. He cant 
take off extra clothing if he is 
perspiring; he can't move into 
shade if the sun is too hot: he 
seek out the spots where the 
is. These are things you must do 
for him. 

Now what about eating? You know 
that when your locallty is sweltering 
fp the throes of a heat wave, your 
lappetite does funny things. | You 
may loose it entirely, or you may. 
take m diet that ts mostly Mulds or 
salads, Certainly st is unusual for 
fan adult to go through a summer 
craving and eating the same foods 
fhe takes when the weather is cold. 
‘Yet mother after mother will try to 
force her baby to eat Just as much 
food in warm weather as in cold. 

I say this because I btve seen it 
happen so often. T know Jt is with 
the best of intentions that she 
‘wants hint to eat plenty, for she 
Knows that in this way he will 
Dulld up his strength. But if it is 
hhot, and she forces the baby to eat 
after he fas had enough, he will 
do.one of two things... .vomit- 
lor develop diarrhoea. Now elther of 
these ts a nuisance at any time: tt 
they come in the midst of the hot 
‘weather they are doubly upsetting 
to both baby and mother. 

‘The wise mother avolds these 
currences by cutting down his ra- 
tlons on very hot days. It is a very 
simple thing to do. If the baby is 
pursing for a period of ten minutes 
Jon each breast every four hours, 
the mother should cut down — the| 
feedings to five or six minutes on 

















egch breast. ‘That will take care of 
the child. Now as to herself—she 
‘should remember that when — the 
baby doesn’t take all the milk in the 
breast tt must be emptied manually 

the normal secretion of milk is 
to” be continued for future feedings. 
‘By cutting down the feedings the

If the babe {s bottle fed, 
mother will experience even 
difficulty in reducing his diet. 
Ihe is receiving thirty ounces 
milk and ten ounces of water In the 


Bay 
of 


lday's {eedngs, the mother will cut 
the feedings down to twenty-five 
ounces of milk and fifteen ounces of 
water, This procedure serves the 
dual purpose of reducing the con- 
centration of the food and increas~ 
{ing the amount of water taken in 
the day. 

Sometimes I have to warn mothers 
not to be too zealous about this cut~ 
ting down in the baby's food. Actu.. 
ally the best ‘thing to do Is place 
yourselves under the care of your 
‘doctor, If this isn't possible for 
some reason, Just remember not to 
overdo this cutting-down proces 
to the point where the baby fails 
to gain welght properly. 

‘Only last summer I was called 
to see a baby who was losing 
welght, Earller in the season T had 
advised the mother to cut down a 
bit on feedings when the heat be- 
lcame intense, When T questioned 
her, T found that about the middle 
fof June, she had cut down the feed~ 
ings and she kept them “down, 
‘weather or not, In other words, she 
‘was stmply starving the child,

CROP PROSPECT 


__IN WEST VARIES 


“Some Places the Farmers 
Have Cut Standing Field 
for Feed 


Regina, July 25—(CP)— Crop 
prospects .in Saskatchewan show 
considerably more variation than 
heretofore, according to the statis- 
tles branch of the Saskatchewan 
Department of. Agriculture. 

‘A further decline due to hot dry 
weather has taken place in south- 
eastern Saskatchewan. Crops range 
from extremely poor to fair in this 
area and at some points farmers sre 
cutting some fields for feed. 

‘On the heavy land on the Regina 
plains the favorable crop prospects 
have been well maintained,  al- 
though some tipburning ‘s in evi- 
dence, Prospects in south central 
Gaskaichewan show a wide varia 
tlon: In southwestern Saskatche- 
‘wan crops have’ progressed favor- 
ably and prospects are reported 
jenerally good. 

SSyvide variation also is noted tn 
east central Saskatchewan with the 
southem portion of the district, ly- 
ing Immediately north of the Qu’ 
Appelle Valley, recording s sharp 
decline due largely to the hot, dry 
weather and to a Uimited extent to 
grasshopper 


damage, 

Some traces of rust have been re= 
ported from scattered points in the 
province, Otherwise the crop is 
free from diseases. Grasshoppers 
have done some damage in scatier- 
ed areas, but taking the province 
as a whole no widespread injury 
has yet occurred.

“Yesterday we discussed the mild~ 
est form of summer dlarrhvea which 
affects bables; today we will go on 
to the more serious kind which 
levery year claims so many ives, 
‘This kind of iliness is due to some 
Infection which the baby gets, very 
foften in the food, on the vipples 
Tor bottles with which he fs fed. One 
of the first things to do is to make 
sure that the bottles and nipples are 
sterilized always, and that the milk 
Ihe fs going to be fed has no chance 
to become contaminated before, it 
Is put tnto the containers, 

‘These simple rules ah. be 
followed all year, but during sum- 
mer precautions should i¢ doubled 
for the chances of infection are 
then increased, It has never been 
entirely proved that files are the 
ehlet factors in the spread of this 
Infection but the evidence against 
them fs very strong. 

‘You have only to see now the 
helght of the diarrhoea epldemles 
always come in the height of the 
fly season to reallze what goes on. 
You can also see quite casily how 
these creatures, with thelr hairy 
hairy legs, carry the tnfeetion by 
lighting on the bottle and walking 
over the nipple just before he Is 
fed. Another indication that tiles 
fare the chief offenders in the 
spread of this type of dlarthoea 1s 
that I have noticed how much more 
common it {5 in homes whieco there 
is no special steps taken to keep 
files outside.

“The prevention is simple. Any 
house in which the baby: lives 
should be wellescreened, to prevent 
files, The bottles and the nipples 
should be kept clean and sterilized, 
‘and the milk ought to ve | bolled 
Defore it 18 used. Milk that ts boll 
fed for the child must be kept cov- 
fred until feeding time, to make 
[sure that no contagion gets to 
them. 

It isn't hard to see the advan- 
tage of breast feeding when it comes 
to the matter of preventing summer 
larrhoes, for it is almost impos- 
sible for breast milk to become con~
